NEW ORLEANS (La.) April 12. 
Gen. William BK. Haldeman of 
Louisville, Ky., was elected com- 
mander-in-chief of the United com- 
federate Veterans at the closing 
business session of the annual re- 
union here late today and Memphis, 
Tenn., was selected as the 1924 re- 
union city. Only Memphis and 
Dallas were in the contest for the 
next reunion. 


Dr, George Harding of Marion, 
O., father of President Harding, 
spoke to the veterans twice today. 
He declared he considered Robert 
E. Lee the greatest of American 
generals, and Jefferson Davis one 
of the South's greatest Statesmen. 
He said he felt very kindly to- 
ward the South inasmuch as his 
grandmother was a cousin of the 
mother of Jefferson Davis. |

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CLARA MAY. 
NOW BE IN 
GUATEMALA 


Clara Phillips, escaped murder- 
ess of Alberta Me&dows, may be 
under surveillance of police authori- 
ties in Central America, according 
to a telegram received last night 
by Chief of Police Oaks from 
Guatemala. 

The message asked for a de- 
scription of the hammer slayer; 
and was signed -“Sharp.” It is 
thought that Mrs. Phillips, who 
has been at large since her sensa- 
tional escape from the County Jai! 
last December, may have . gone 
there, and prohably some official 
of Guatemala thought he recog- 
nized her, but desired to verify his 
suspicions by a more detailed de- 
scription ofthe woman than those 
contained in published accounts. 

Pursuit of Mrs. Phillips has led 
officers from the frozen north to 
the tropic south, but, though sev- 
eral promising clews have been 
found and traced, none have yield- 
ed definite results. 

Belief that she may be jn Guate- 
mala is strengthened by the fact 
that most of the clewstothe route 
of her escape have pointed south- 
ward, and it was generally thought 
that she would seek safety across 
the Mexican border. Rumors some 
time ago that she was being held 
a prisoner in Mexico proved un- 
founded. Authorities feel confident 
that both in her escape and in her 
continued successful avoidance of 


capture she has had the assistance 
of clever brains of the underworld.

GENERAL BLAMED FOR RIOTS, 


Herrin Massacre Might Have Been Averted, Colonel 
Tells Illinois Legislative Committee’ 


SPRINGFIELD (Ill.) April 12.— 
Col. Samuel N. Hunter, personnel 
officer of the lLllinols National 
Guard, testifying before the legis- 
lative committee investigating the 
Herrin. massacre, today placed 
blame for the outbreak squarely up 
to his superior, Adjt.-Gen. Carios 
Black. 

Black, testifying yesterday, 
placed blame for the wholesale 
killing on Hunter’s failure to act 
in time. Today Col. Hunter, who 
was in Herrin several days pre- 
vious to the murders, declared 
he scented serious trouble nearly 
a week before the massacre on 
June 22, and repeatedly appealed 
without avail to Gen. Black for 
troops. To substantiate his claim 
he offered as evidence a telegram 
which he said he received from 
Gen. Black in response to one he 
had sent June 19, urging that two 
companies of guardsmen be sent to 
Herrin. The telegram signed by 
Black read: 

“Lay down on that Sheriff and 
see that he his duty. I can- 
not Bend troops until they are re- 
quested by the Williamson county 
authorities.” 

Col, Hunter quoted Black as say- 
ing in response to another request 
for troops: 3 

“Let the fools go to it. A few 
of them will get killed and then 
they'll quit.” 


‘WARNINGS QUOTED 
Col. Hunter had warned the Gen- 
eral, he said, that he had no con- 
fidence in the Sheriff and that the 
was “extremely. threaten- 
ng.” 

“I called the State's Attorney and 
the Sheriff in Williamson county 
from Herrin on June 17, by tele- 
phone,” testified Col. Hunter, “and 
told them they should keep a close 
watch on conditions at the W. J. 
Lester strip mines. I didn’t think 
they were showing sufficient activ- 
ity. At 3 a.m. on June 18 1 tried 
to get Gen. Black on the telephone 
at Springfield and was informed 
that he was at Waukegan.” 

“Do you know what he was do- 
ing at Waukegan?” asked Chair-

POLICE OF WINDY CITY SAID 
TO BE MORE EFFICIENT 
‘THAN ARE COURTS 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO, April 12.—Autome- 
bile robbers, who had Chicago ané 
surrounding cities by the throat 
two years ago, have been fairly 
well tamed by the police force 
under Chief Fitzmorris and Chief 
of Detectives Michael Hughes. Au- 
tomobile thefts have dropped al- 
most 65 per cent since that time. 

Fewer crimes of all sorts were 
committed in Chicago during 1922, 
than at any time in the last thirty- 
five years according to statistics 
made public today. Larcenies have 
dropped 60 per cent; burglarv 
shows a big decrease and other 
crimes, excepting murder, have 
been cut in half. 

In practically every murder case, 
there has been a eswift solution 
and capture of the murderers, but 
the courts have not been as active 
as the police, with the result that 
many convicted murderers are at 
liberty under continuances, orders 
for new trials, and other’ methods 
of beating the gallows, One period 
is cited when eighteen notorious 
bandits were free on in- 
stances, out committing fresh 
crimes to secure money to pay 
their lawyers. 

The general eecrense in crimes 
of all sorts is 45 per cent, and it ia 
generally admitted that with any 

sort of co-operation by the court’, 
the highly efficient police force un- 
der: Fitzmorris and Hughes would 
make Chicago a most undesirable 
field for the operations of crooks.

CHICAGO, Aprfl 123. — There 
will be plenty of work this sum- 
mer for everyone, and the pros- 
pect is that wages will be some- 
what higher. In fact, the out- 
look is that there will be a dearth 
of labor in several fields. At the 
same time, however, it is not like- 
ly there will be the “merry-go- 
round” .of soaring wages and 
prices that marks disastrous in- 
flation.

The Department of La- 
bor, in an analysia of the indus- 
trial employment situation during 
March, stated that a “healthy and 
robust condition” ts Indicated, 
marked by a steady decrease in 
unemployment in every section of 
the country.
